Ireland- 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Co mm ons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 I. This Act shall apply to Ireland only. APP^ atio11 

2 . This Act may be cited as the Registration of Voters, Ireland, Short title. 
Act, 1886, and shall he read as one with the Representation of the 
People Acts as defined by the eighth section of the Representation 
of the People Act, 1884. 

10 3. No greater period of residence, occupation, or possession shall Shortening 

be required to qualify any person to be registered as a voter in any ^idence 
year than six months immediately preceding the twentieth day of &c. 

July in such year. 

4 . Por the purpose of qualifying a person to vote in respect of 
15 the household franchise it shall not be necessary' — franchise. 

(a.) that such person should be rated in any rate made in respect 
of the qualifying tenement or that such tenement should be 
rated in any rate or included in any tenement valuation : 

(b.) that any rates payable by him or otherwise in respect of the 
20 qualifying tenement should have been paid. 

5 . The occupier of part of a house shall, if the same has been let Amendment 
to bim unfurnished, be deemed for the purposes of this Act and of franchise, 
the Representation of the People Acts to occupy the same as a 
tenant and not as a lodger. 

25 6. A person qualified to vote by 'virtue of any household qualifi- Election 

eation in any city, town, or borough, or in any division of a county, 
shall not be entitled or permitted to be registered or to vote in such franchises. 
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city, town, or borough, or division of a county by virtue of any other 
qualification. 

7 . On the revision of the list of voters for any county, city, town, 
or borough, the following provisions shall have effect, that is to 
say,— 5 

(!•) Where the matter stated in a list, register, or claim, or proved 
to the court in relation to any alleged right to vote by virtue of 
any franchise dependent on occupation, is insufficient to consti- 
tute or establish a right to vote in respect of the franchise 
stated or sought to be established, but is sufficient to constitute 10 
or establish a right to vote in respect of some other franchise 
dependent on occupation, the court shall make all such correc- 
tions and transfers and do all such acts as may be necessary to 
place or retain upon the list of voters in respect of the latter 
franchise the name of the person concerning whom such qg 
matter is stated or proved; and this provision shall apply 
though no list appropriate to the said latter franchise shall be 
before the court for revision : 

(2.) In this section the expression “franchise dependent on 
occupation ” shall mean a household qualification, a lodger 20 
qualification, a county occupation franchise, or a borough 
occupation franchise within the meaning of the seventh section 
of the Representation of the People Act, 1884 : 

(3.) The provisions of this section shall have effect as regards any 
person qualified to vote by virtue of a lodger qualification not- 25 
withstanding that no claim to vote as a lodger shall have been 
made by him, and for the purposes of this section the lodging 
of a claim to vote or the making of any such declaration re- 
quired by the fifth section of the Representation of the People 
(Ireland) Act, 1868, shall not be deemed requisite to qualify 30 
such person to be registered as a voter or to vote in respect of 
a lodger qualification : 

(4.) Where on any inquiry as to any alleged right to vote it shall 
appear that no such right exists in respect of the tenements or 
hereditaments described in the list, register, or claim as the 35 
premises in respect of which such right exists, but that such 
right exists in respect of other tenements or hereditaments, 
the court may, if it appear that the qualifying premises have 
been by error or mistake misdescribed in the said list, register, or 
claim, amend such description ; but save as herein provided and 40 
whether any person is objected to or not, no evidence shall be 
given of or concerning any tenements or hereditaments other 
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than those described in the list, register, or claim, nor shall the 
court be at liberty to change the description of the qualifying 
tenements or hereditaments stated in the list, register, or claim, 
except for the purpose of more clearly and accurately defining 
5 the same : 

(5.) The fourth section of the Parliamentary Registration ‘‘(Ire- 
land) Act, 1885, shall be and the same is hereby repealed. 

8. The service of a notice of objection upon any person whose 
name appears upon any list of voters in respect of a lodger 
10 qualification shall displace the prima facie right to be registered as 
a voter and to vote created by the making by such person of a 
claim and declaration in pursuance of the provisions of the fifth 
section of the Representation of the People (Ireland) Act, 1868. 

(2.) List of voters for the purpose of this section shall include 
15 list of claimants. 

(3.) Every notice of objection served in respect of the title of 
any person to vote in respect of a lodger qualification shall be 
valid and effectual, notwithstanding that no ground or grounds of 
objection is stated therein. 

20 9. From and after the passing of this Act the thirty-first section 

of the Registration Amendment (Ireland) Act, 1868, shall be 
and the same is hereby repealed, and the provisions of the Act 
therein referred to as “the principal Act” shall be revised and 
shall be read and construed as if said section had not been enacted. 
25 10. Every person shall be qualified to be registered as a voter in 

the year one thousand eight hundred and eighty -six who would 
have been so qualified if the provisions of this Act had been in force 
throughout the whole of the said year : Provided that nothing 
herein contained shall be held to invalidate any list of voters 
30 prepared or published prior to the passing of this Act. 
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
